Believe France Will Agree to 


Special Committee of 


League at Geneva

Washington—France's reply to the 


American proopsal for a. conference on 
naval disarmament is regarded hero 
as permitting further discussion. 
It 


is significantly observed' that France 
did not object to the idea of limiting 
naval armament so much as to the 
method of approaching the subject. 


Inasmuch as the delegates now at 


Geneva, including those of the United 
States, are gathered under the aus- 
pices of the league of nations, the con- 
tention of France that the whole dis- 
armament question be considered by 
the league commission instead of by 
a special Conference makes its possible 
for the United States to clarify her 
views. The American government has 
not been trying to set up a rival con- 
ference but simply desires that a sec- 
tion of the Geneva conference give 
its attention to naval armament. 


PROBLEM OF PROCEDURE 


Thus the problem becomes one of 


procedure. 
"Will France object to a 


special committee considering naval 
armament and bringing in a report to 
the- -whole disarmament conference so 
that ultimately land and air and sea 
armament 
can be considered as a 


unit? 
"While the 
final 
consent of 


France to a naval, agreement ..might 
be withheld-until;she "can determine 
what shall "be done on land and 
air 


armament, there can -bo little objec; 
tlon offered-to a-parley "in the mean- 
time on auxiliary naval vessels. 
" In other words, if the Frnech objec- 
tion is merely as to the method it 
can be overcome. If the French do 
not want any naval reduction 
then 


nothing that can be done by the Unit- 
ed States to conform to the French 
ideas of procedure will be of avail. 
There is talk here that Great Britain, 
Japan and the United States might go 
ahead and 
discuss a 5-5-3 plan for 


auxiliary ships and after an agree- 
ment has been reached 
approach 


France with the hope of getting an 
agreement for a proportionate limita- 
tion. Italy's attitude is inclined to be 
affected by that of France but if the 
three big naval powers agree the^fcel- 
ing here is that the opinion of the 
world will compel 
the other naval 


powers to come into line. 


CONSIDER THREE PROBLEMS 
France's insistence that the three 


problems—land, sea and air—be con- 
sidered as a unit is regarded here as 
logical, in fact President Coolidge in 
his memorandum to the 
powers 


reiterated his sympathy with the plan 
of the league of nations commission 
which now is preparing a program for 
a general disarmament 
conference. 


The United States is prepared to go 
along with the league members on 
this score but sees no chance of im- 
mediate agreement wherets the possi- 
bility of an extension of the Washing- 
ton treaty with 
respect to naval 


armament of the three big powers is 
a good one. 


The whole episode illustrates the 


difference between a carefully planned 
program on which the powers were 
sounded out in advance, as in 1921, 
and the sending of invitations public- 
ly without chance of informal discus- 
sion. The American government, how- 
ever, was compelled to act precipitate- 
ly so as to stop further expenditure 
at this session of congress on the 
three naval cruisers. Japan's attitude 
as reflected in official announcements 
at Tokio indicates that she will not 
suspend construction or 
appropria- 


tions until an agreement is reached, a 
circumstance which may affect the 
congress here and prevent the presi- 
dent from winning his battle with the 
naval expansionists.

Bill Would Make U. W. Law 
Students Take State Test 


Madison—M>)—The worth of a bar 


examination, as a test which would 
permit graduate law students to prac- 
tice their profession, was assailed in 
a senate committee meeting here 
Wednesday night. 


The original purpose of ths meeting 


to discuss a bill introduced by As- 
semblyman Barney Spott, Milwaukee, 
asking that all graduates be forced 
to take the examination, developed 
into a controversy of the right 
of 


Wisconsin 
university students to 


practice without taking the examina- 
tion in comparison to the statute in- 
sisting students of Marquette univer- 
sity pass the tests. 


Phil LaFollette, former district at- 


torney, pleaded with jmmittee mem- 
bers that they would not decide any 
action until they were fully acquaint- 
ed with the circumstances such ac- 
tion would involve.

Will Not Take Office During 


Present Session U n d e r 
Small Appointment 


Washington, D. C. — C/P)—Any hope 


that Frank L. Smith of Illinois, will be 
seated m the senate at this session of 
congress disappeared Thursday when 
the elections committee^ was advised 
by Ills'1 counsel* that illness would pre* 
vent the senator-designate from com- 
ing before the committee. 


The short term, for which Smith was 


appointed by Governor Small, expires 
March 4. The committee previously 
had decided not to seat him, pending 
hearings on his campaign expenditures 
at which he was requested to be pres- 
ent. The hearings were to have 6e- 
gun Thursday, but Smith's attorney, 
C. J. Doyle, asked for indefinite post- 
ponement. 


"Col. 
Smith is a very sick man," 


Doyle told the committee. "We had 
hoped he would be present Thursday, 
but his physicians will not permit him 
to leave his home.

DENY APPLICATION TO 


CUT RAIL GRAIN RATES 


Washington, D. C.—M5)—The Inter- 
state Commerce commission Thursday 
denied the application of the Minne- 
apolis and St. Louis and Soo line rail- 
roads to cut the grain rates from Min- 
neapolis territory to the cast by 6 
cents per hundred pounds. 


Rates Involved in the Minneapolis 


and St. Louis application 
were de- 


signed to make the rail haul from the 
Twin Cities to principal eastern mar- 
kets lower than the rail and water 
haul to the same destinations, via Du- 
luth. When the railroads filed the new 
schedules last August, protests came 
in from a wide territory, and shipping 
interests from Duluth to the Missouri 
river declared that the proposed re- 
duction would adversely affect their 
business. Eastern railroads likewise 
opposed the cut, as did carriers parti- 
cipating in the Great Lakes haulage. 


FIVE KILLED IN TEXAS 


AEROPLANE ACCIDENTS

FRANCE AND 
DISARMAMENT 


As forecast by the news dispatches 


from Paris, France has rejected President 
Coolidge's proposal for a further naval 
limitation conference by the five leading 
.naval powers. There is not even a .quali- 
fied acceptance of the proposal in prin- 
ciple. The French government takes the 
position that the Coolidge plan is im- 
practicable, on the ground that it con- 
flicts with the program,and the purposes- 
of the .League of Nations" lor a.-- general: 
disarmament conference. It contends that 
the 
limitation .'of naval. armaments js : 


closely •related to land disarmament and":

It is charged, -and' probably with -"jus- 


tice, that France does not wish; to bind 
herself to naval disarmament by common 
agreement. There are other nations in a 
similar position. Italy is one of them. By 
throwing the question of reducing land 
and naval forces of all kinds into the fire,? 
French statesmen believe that out of the 
confusion -and 
special pleadings that 


would inevitably follow, they would save 
enough fat to serve their ends. 
It was 


France that blocked 'the attempt at the 
Washington Arms conference to limit 
construction of auxiliary craft. 
Mr. 


Hughes made a valiant effort to have the. 
limitation broadened to cover submarines, 
cruisers and destroyers, but it was 
through France's objections that the five- 
five-three treaty was confined to capital 
ships. Not only this, but her rejection of 
the Hughes program was blunt and cold- 
blooded. In the matter of submarines, 
Hughes proposed to limit American and 
British strength to 90,000 tons. Japanese 
to 54,000 tons and French and Italian to 
approximately the tonnage they then had. 
Admiral DC Bon declared that 90,000 tons 
was. the "absolute minimum"' acceptable 
for France, and Mr. Hughes pointed out' 
that this would mean a large construction 
program by that country. Mr. Hughes 
then suggested the United States and 
Great Britain 
limit their 
submarine 


strength to 60.009 ton;, provided France. 
Italy and Japan <}•<.} not 
build bey-^d 


their then existing strength. This would 
have meant the scrapping of 35.000 tons 
by the United State?, a:v! slightly less 
for Great Britain. To this the French 
delegation repeated its demand for 90,000 
tons, also announcing that it would be 
"impossible for France to accept a limita- 
tion below that of 330,000 tons for auxil- 
iary craft.'' On this rock the conference 
.was wrecked, except as to battleships. 


If Fundamentally. France's position is the 
same today as it was then. She talks of 
distant possessions to protect, in the Pa- 
cific and in the Far Fast. She must keep 
her lines of communication open. 
She 


(cannot afford to build battleships, 
but 


•she can afford to build cruisers and sub- 


marines. Italy has not so many colonies, 
although she has some in Africa and in 
the. Mediterranean, but she has ambi- 
tions: therefore she .talks in much the 
same vein as France/They arc suspicious 
of each other, but they arc likely to stand 
together in opposition to the Big Three. 
France has her special objects in dealing 
with Italy and vice versa. When it comes 
to land armament, all the states of con- 
tinental Europe have their special prob- 
lems. These give rise to fears and sus- 
picions, which travel in a vicious circle 
and render the drawing vup of a compre- 
hensive agreement difficult, if.not impos- 
sible. 


Americans will be unable to see that 


France's and Italy's naval requirements 
are any more special than are those of the 
United States, Great Britain or Japan. 
They will be unable to sec why naval dis- 
armament cannot be undertaken 
inde- 


pendently of land disarmament, 
will question the good faith of both 
France and Italy in rejecting Mr. Coo- 
lidge's invitation to another naval confer- 
ence. They will see in it evidences of du- 
plicity and cunning, which have done so 
much to retard the return of Europe to a 
sense of security and settled peace. Mo- 
mentarily at least, France throws the 
whole problem of disarmament into the 
air. It is intimated that President Coo- 
lidge may -attempt to hold a conference 
confined to Great Britain. Japan and 
the United States, but whether this would 
be feasible and how it would be received 
by Great Britain and Japan are 
matters 


involved in doubt. Still, the 
United 


States has the whip hand. It can talk dis- 
armament witlv a commanding tone. It" 
can out-build all of the powers combined, 
and it can do-more. It can refuse to loan 
money.to European nations to squander 
on armament, and they have no money 
of "their own. Unless Europe is in 
fact 


preparing for. ."the next war." unless it is 
deliberately playing -with ,firc, it will lis- 
ten to the counsel of the-United States, 
and it will heed its determination to; light-" 
en. the burden's and . perils of excessive 
armament.

definite goal at first and the 2.000 goal 
afterward, its dairymen in the future 
will not be as adequately equipped to 
win out in the competition of counties 
'to get and to hold dairy markets and 
to attract foreign buyers of dairy cat- 
tle to their hejrds as they were in tho 
past. 
Tears .ago, prompted 
by the de 


mands of the dairy markets and the 
outside buyers of dairy cattle, a few 
breeders of purebred-cattle in Outaga. 
mie-co saw the need for tuberculosis- 
free cattle and began one after the 
other to have their_ herds tested on 
their own initiative.'As the sales of 
these pioneers increased as a direct 
result of the cleanup, other, purebred 
breeders began to have their herds 
tested and finally the owners of grade 
herds became interested, began inquir- 
ing about the methods of'testing and 
to engage the local veterinarians to 
test their herds. As an outcome of 
this early movement, the state began 
accrediting the tested herds in this 
county ten years ago. But the great 
cleanup was launched two years ago 
•when a majority of the dairymen peti 
tioned the state for an area test or a 
cleanup of all the herds of the coun- 
ty. 
The work of testing was done 


•well *s..an..answer to the petition, 
but the movement should not stop un- 
til all the herds have been retested 
and finally accredited by the state. 


MUST SIGX AGREEMENT 


In order to have a.pure bred herd 


fully accredited by government, the 
owner an an introduction must sign 
an agreement with the United States 
Department of Agriculture and 
the 


Wisconsin Department of Agricul- 
ture • "for the tuberculin 
testing of 


purebred cattle and the uniform meth- 
ods and rules for tuberculosis-free ac- 
credited 
herds of purebred 
cattle." 


One of the sections states: 
"I will 


permit my entire herd, or any cattle 
of my herd, to be examined and to be 
tuberculin-tested of retested at such 
times as arc considered necessary by 
the bureau and state officials.

of the uniform rules of this agreement 
states that: "N'o herd,shall be.classed 
us an accredited herd in which tuber- 
culosis has been found by the applica- 
tion of the test as referred, to in para- 
graph -I, until such herd'-has been 
successfully subjected-to two consecu- 
tive tests with tuberculin,' applied at 
intervals of not less than .six months, 
the first interval dating, from the 
time of removal of .the:'tuberculous 
animals"from the herd.

POTATO CROP THIS 


YEARJS WARNING 


U. S. Bureau Declares Re- 


ports Indicate 13 Per Cent 
Larger Acreage

The United States • Bureau of Agri- 


cultural Economics,.market news ser 
vice, on Feb. 1. under the caption. 
'•The Potato Outlook" sem out. the 
following statement of acreages and 
crops for 1325 and 1926 and estimates 
of the acreage and yield for 1927: 


"After the relatively limited potato 


acreage of .the past few years and 
after the short crops and favorable 
prices of 1925 and 1926, there seems 
to be some danger of over-planting 
this season. Early reports from many 
sections indicate a possible increase 
of 13 per cent in the '1927 potato acre- 
age. With average yield of 112 bush 
els per'acre, such an increase of plant- 
ings would result in a 
400.000.00C 


bushel crop, or only £1,000.000T less 
than the high production in 1924, and 
growers doubtless would r receive low 
prices. The disastrous season of 1924 
1!T5 should be a warning against any 
increase of acreage as great as 13 per 
cent. After the heavy production and 
poor returns of that season, plantings 
were reduced in 1925 to the lowest to 
tal in 20 years. Since 1923. the ten- 
dency has been to increase the potato 
acreage annually and bring it back 
to normal. • The decrease in 1925 and 
the increase last year were noticeable 
in both the. early and late states. Pro- 
duction also followed this trend !n 
both the south and. the north. In oth- 
er words.. after a short-crop year, 
heavier plantinga in "the early-shipping 
sections seems.to "be a sure indication 
of a- proportionately larger acreage 
throughout the north or 
main-crop 


states. This coincidence in the action 
of growers in the two sections of the 
country leads to the feeling that mat- 
ters may be overdone this year. 


"Not only is heavier planting of po- 


tatoes., reported in Florida, but the 
acreage .of the crop in the lower Rio 
Grande valley of Texas appears to be 
exceptionally large. • It is estimated 
that 14,000 to 15,000. acres: have been 
planted to potatoes;in tho valley this 
year, compared with 6,300 last season. 
Favorable weather made it possible 
.to put out potatoes several weeks 
earlier this year than usual and plant- 
ings were nearly completed on Feb. 1. 
If growing conditions prove good, this 
crop will be moving to market early, 
possibly starting-- by the middle of 
March. In case other states- of the 
south follow the. example of Florida 
and Texas, it is reasonably sure that 
old potatoes will begin to meet com- 
'petition at the opening of spring.'' 


LITtl/S CHANGS AT DALE 


; At Dale, one of "'•e centers of the 
pbtato-raising^ind'-.try of putagamie- 
co.tlie"growers^plant."aboii* the same 
acreage each. >.,.ar, "according to John 
Leppla, a potato dealer;' and there will 
be but very i:j.tle departure from-the 
rule this spring. 


While-, most of the r.-ovjrs 
still 


have a few potatoes on hand, the 
total is not very la"ge. Of two dealers 
in town, one has very few potatoes 
and the other has 700 bushels. Forty- 
one cars of potatoes were shipped 
from Dale so far this season. Tho price 
paid growers a short. time ago was 
$1.35 a hundred.:;. 
• -. ". 


Potatoes were, injured. by dry rot 


last fall whic.Ii. beside the loss, caused 
lots of handling by grovers and deal- 
ers. If the potatoes stood some lime 
after grading...in' sacks, it was usual- 
ly found necessary to sort them again 
before shipping. 


According to Mr. Leppla, dry rot 


can be controlled to a considerable ex 
tent by treating the seed and spray- 
ing the vines. About-Dale, Mr. Lepp- 
la says that potato growers use only 
home-produced fertilizer on their po- 
tato fields. He ij of the opinion, that 
where they are short on home fer- 
tilizers, they could' materially/increase 
their yields by the..use-of-the ..com- 
mercial fertilizers that " have 
been 


used 
extensively in 
other 
potato 


raising districts.

highway commission, said in a cur- 
rent issue of "Badger Highways" the 
highway commission magazine. 


"Since the extensive improvement of i 


highways began following the advent j 
of tho motor vehicle." the article con- 
tinued, "the presence of public util- 
ities within the highway right of way. 
has in many cases, increased, the diffi- 
culty of carrying out highway im- 
provements. With the development, 
which is inevitable, not only in the use 
of motor vehicles, but in public util- 
ities as well, the friction between high- 
way authorities and managers of pub- 
lic service corporations must intensify 
unless some poilcy is adopted by which 
both can continue to develop. 


"When Wisconsin was admitted in 


the union in 1S4S, there was not a rail- 
road in the state. All commodities pro- 
duced were transported over the high- 
ways to some place where water trans- 
portation was available. Wheat, then 
the principal agricultural product, was 
hauled as far as 100 miles to be ship- 
ped by boat from some lake port or 
river landing. 
Lead, mined in the 


southwestern part of the state, was 
Hauled even greater distances to Mil- 
waukee. 


WIRES OX ROADS 


At that time the telegraph was in- 


Tented and was proving itself a prac- 
tical device for transmitting messages. 
The only feasible way to make use of 
this invention was to stretch the wires 
along the highways. The last terri- 
torial asesmbly of Wisconsin in 1S4S 
passed an act which granted to per- 
sons, but not corporations, the right to 
maintain lines of 
telegraph 
wires 


along public roads, and across rivers. 
This right was limited by a provision 
that such use was not to incommode 
the public in the use of the highways. 


'When a new mode of using public 


streets and highways is adopted the 
question arises of whether it violates 
the rights of owners of the fee to the 
streets and is inconsistent 
with the 


original design 
in setting the land 


aside for a public thoroughfare. We 
must keep in mind the faqt that 
streets as well as laws must keep 
abreast with the march of civilization, 
•with the growth of population and 
consequent increase of travel. Lands 
are set aside for highways, not for the 
present, but for all time, with the add- 
ed demands in the course of natural 
development. 


"With this situation confronting us, 


it seems the only practical course is 
to reconcile ourselves to the fact that 
public utilities and highways will al- 
v.-ays be linked together. It cannot in 
t;-.c nuture of things 
be otherwise. 


Their right to be there has been rec- 
ognized by our legislature and to move 
their plants would entail a vast ex- 
pense which would be bound to be re- 
flected in their rates. They would be 
forced to acquire a private right of 
way. in many cases by condemnation. 
Public opinion would never support 
any measure which would force their 
general removal from the highways. 


"We must adopt a policy by which 


•we .will have' highways adequate for 
purposes of travel and.will, at the 
same tinie, afford the public utilities 
the necessary room. Practicaly all our 
roads must be widened and the sooner 
this is taken care of the better. It 
may seem at first thought that the 
utilities should be required to pay 
portion of the cost of widening: but in 
my opinion, the advisability of such a 
course is doubtful. In the first place ii 
•would complicate the procedure, bu 
the most serious objection is that i: 
this were done it would in all proba 
bility give utilities the right to main 
tain their structures immovable in the 
highways" unless any change therein 
•were made at public expense. 


"As things now are, highway -offl 


cials. in Wisconsin, have the uppe 
hand, but they should realize thc> 
owe the utilities a. decent considera 
tion. Every expense the utilities'ar 
put to must in the long run be reflect 
ed in their rates and the public mus 
pay. The thing to do now is to inaug 
urate a policy already 
mentioned 


namely.to make present provision fo 
future expansion."
